THE TARIFF COMMISSION 

The visit of the tariff commission 
to Edmonton afforded an apportunity 
for bringing before the members of 
the Government most directly cor- 
cerned @he concensus ef public opin- 
fon regarding the tariff. The oppor- 
tunity was not lost and alike the 
Lusiness men of the city and the 
farmers of the district through the 
representatives of their respective 
erganizations presented their views by 
word and memorial. 

Between these views there was nO 
divergence and with scarcely a dis- 
senting voice the representations made 
to the commission opposed any In- 
crease in the tariff, while in several 
Instances a demand was made eith- 
ey for the abolition of the duty on 
(specified articles or 2 gradual reduc- 
‘tion of #he general tariff. 

Tbfs attitude was determined by no 
‘political affiliation or tariff theory. 
{p every instance the representations 
clearly recited the hard business con- 
siderations which ied to the cor- 
clusions presented. It must be taken 
by the commission therefore that the 
strongly predominant public opinion 
oi Edmonton and Central Alberta gen- 
erally Is that the protection now af- 
forded to Canadian manufacturers is 
jample if not excessive, that on cer- 
tain specffied lines the existing duty 
should be Jessened and on others the 
duty requested by the parties inter- 
ested should not be granted. 

Onu2 of the most serious matterg 
brouzht te the attention of the com- 
mission was contained in a memor- 
eria! presented by Mr. E. Richard- 
zon, of East Edmonton regarding the 
bardware trade. The charge 
made that under the protection of 
the tariff the Canadian manufactur- 
ers forced the retailers to handle an 
inferior Hine of goods under penaity 
of being restricted in the supply of 
other lines. If this allegation be 
true it places the recailers of the Do 
minion at the merey of the Canadian 
stove manufacturers and enables 
these gentlemen to not only fix the 
price of their own products but to 
} nt the importation of American
